China by Groat Britain” wae either not,in- 
tended -as a’ denial of Reuter’s message or 
elso it waa altogether unfounded, Asa mat- 
ter of fact itis very possible that there ie ao 
question of tho cession of Part Hamilton. 
It may well be that the British Government, 
having carofully weighed the opinions pro 
and coz, have decided that Port Hamilton is 
not worth acquisition, and simply intond to 
retire from it, leaving it to its original owner 
the King of Korza. It may, howevor, bo 
true that an arrangement b:2-beon—made 
with the Chinese Government “for then:
